Little  to  show  after  20-year  battle 

Give  Parcel  4  needs  more  time  to  flourish ,  proponents  say

From  the  sand  path  leading 
downhill  from  48th  Avenue,  the 
boardwalk  below  looks  like  a 
curvy  “Y”  scribbled  by  a 
preschooler.  It  forges  a  path  over 
a  sandy  plain  enclosed  by  a 
chain-link  fence  and  the  steep 
ridges  of  Sutro  Heights  Park. 
Looking  at  the  peerless  views  of 
Ocean  Beach  to  the  south,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  this  piece  of  land 
has  been  as  disputed  over  as  any

Plans  to  renovate  Rossi 
Playground  are  on  hold  for  the 
third  consecutive  month  because 
of  a  dispute  between  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
and  Peterson  Architects,  the 
landscape  architect  on  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

Tom  Panelli,  project  manager 
for  Peterson  Architects,  con¬ 
firmed  that  his  firm  has  stopped 
working  on  the  project  after 
spending  months  doing  research 
and  holding  meetings  with  neigh¬ 
bors.

Situated  at  the  corner  of 
Balboa  Street  and  the  Great 
Highway,  Parcel  4  is  the  name  of 
the  1.3  acre  plot  awkwardly 
sandwiched  between  condos  and 
the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA). 

Currently  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  city’s  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  (RPD),  the  plot 
of  land  that  has  been  the  subject 
of  battles  between  developers

According  to  Panelli,  the  City 
refuses  to  release  his  firm  from 
liability  even  though  Peterson  is 
doing  a  substantial  amount  of 
the  work,  as  much  as  50  percent, 
at  no  cost.  Panelli  says  that  if  the 
City  wants  fifms  to  donate  their 
services  it  should  shoulder  the  le¬ 
gal  burden. 

“This  is  the  typical  city  run¬ 
around  because  of  a  bureaucratic 
mindset.  Nobody  wants  to  take 
responsibility,”  he  said. 

Elizabeth  Goldstein,  general 
manager  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  confirmed  the 
City  will  not  release  Peterson 


than  30  years  appears  to  finally 
have  had  its  future  decided. 

According  to  local  govern¬ 
ment  spokespeople,  non-profit 
environmentalists  and  neighbor¬ 
hood  activists,  the  final  plan  to 
restore  Parcel  4  as  a  native  sand 
dune  is  proceeding  as  planned. 
This  winter,  the  land  was  cov¬ 
ered  with  sand  and  planted  with 
native  plants  in  an  effort  to  re¬ 
turn  the  land  to  its  original  habi¬ 
tat.  According  to  proponents,  all 
that’s  left  to  do  is  watch  the

plants  grow. 

“It  would  be  natural  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  look  at  it  (the  parcel)  and 
say,  ‘what’s  this?’  but  if  they 
have  the  information,  they  might 
think  differently,”  said  Cheryl 
Arnold,  leader  of  the  Coalition 
to  Save  Ocean  Beach.  Together 
with  her  husband  Tom 
Fryckman,  Arnold  formed  the 
coalition  to  fight  development  of 
the  land  when  it  was  slated  for 
development  in  the  ’70s. 

“It’s  taking  a  long  time  but 
that’s  just  the  way  it  is,”  she 
said. 

“That’s  what  we  keep  hear¬ 
ing,”  said  Ron  Miguel,  president 
of  the  Planning  Association  for 
the  Richmond  about  Parcel  4’s 
future  beautification.  “I  guess  the 
neighborhood  has  been  patient 
for  20_  years  or  more  so  maybe 
patience  wears  thin.  It  should  be 
better  than  it  is  now  at  some 
point.” 

Talk  to  Asha  Sefity,  a  field 
worker  for  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Park  Conservancy,  a  lo¬ 
cal  non-profit,  and  it  sounds  as  if 
the  land  will  soon  be  abuzz  with 
shrubs  and  flowers.  She  helped 
plant  almost  5,000  native  plants 
there  last  winter  after  $47,000 
worth  of  sand  was  dumped  on 
the  parcel.  The  sagewort,  live-

City  planners  are  facing 
strong  opposition  from  neigh¬ 
bors,  who  fear  new  proposals  to 
promote  affordable  housing  by 
increasing  housing  densities 
along  transit  corridors  will  di¬ 
minish  the  quality  of  life  in  their 
neighborhoods. 

The  majority  of  the  100  atten¬ 
dees  at  a  meeting  of  the  SF 
Planning  Commission  told  the 
commissioners  to  take  a  slow 
and  careful  look  at  eight  new 
policies  being  proposed  by  the 
SF  Planning  Department  that 
would  set  new  guidelines  for 
how  and  where  housing  is  built 
in  the  City. 

Several  of  the  policies  that 
drew  the  most  criticism  from 
residents  and  neighborhood  or¬ 
ganizations  at  the  June  5  meeting 
were  aimed  at  increasing  bulk 
and  height  limits  along  transit 
corridors. 

Opponents  also  spoke  out 
against  a  new  policy  that  would 
eliminate  or  reduce  requirements 
that  builders  provide  parking 
spaces. 

“It  is  a  repeat  of  the  failed 
policies  of  the  ’70s  and  ’80s  to 
build  housing  without  parking. 
And  if  you  expand  the  height 
and  bulk  limits  the  neighbors  are 
not  going  to  have  light  and  air,” 
said  Patricia  Vaughn,  a  Cow 
Hollow  resident. 

Penelope  Clark,  a -Russian 
Hill  resident,  told  commissioners 
that  ignoring  the  fact  that  people 
have  cars  is  a  recipe  for  disaster. 

“Heavy  density  without  park¬ 
ing  already  exists  in  Chinatown 
and  Russian  Hill.  People  there 
are  parking  ,  in  front  of  fire  hy¬ 
drants.  People  have  lives  beyond 
■what  public  transportation  can 
provide  to  them,”  Clark  said. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond  (PAR), 'made  a  num¬ 
ber  of  recommendations  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  1,600  member  organi¬ 
zation.  The  Richmond  District  is 
targeted  by  the  policies  because 
of  the  Geary  Boulevard  transit 
corridor. 

He  asked  commissioners  not 
to  support  any  policy  that  re¬ 
moves  parking  requirements  for 
builders  unless  there  is  language 
requiring  an  improvement  in 
public  transportation  in  the  af¬ 
fected  areas.

New  Resource  Center  for 
Youth  Opens  in  Richmond

The  Asian  Women’s  Resource 
Center  (AWRC)  and  Kai  Ming 
Head  Start  have  teamed  up  to 
expand  services  for  Chinatown 
and  Richmond  District  residents 
via  a  new  Asian  Family  Support 
Center.  The  Richmond  center 
opened  in  May. 

“A  lot  of  Asian  immigrants 
are  no  longer  staying  in 
Chinatown,”  said  Gloria  Tan,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  AWRC. 
Citing  2000  census  data,  she  said 
Asians  have  moved  to  other 
parts  of  San  Francisco,  including 
the  Richmond  District.  “There 
are  just  not  enough  services  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  community  here,” 
she  said.  “Not  just  for  Asians, 
but  any  racial  group.” 

On  Tuesday  mornings  the 
Richmond  center  is  bustling  with 
children  between  the  ages  of  two 
and  three  and  their  parents  at¬ 
tending  classes  at  the  Parent- 
Child  Development  Program. 

Kathy  Sin,  a  parent  education 
specialist  for  Kai  Ming  Head 
Start,  said  the  parents  she  has 
worked  with  are  very  glad  that 
new  services  are  now  available 
in  their  neighborhood. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  class 
is  to  prepare  children  for  pre¬ 
school.  One  mother  noticed  that 
her  child  is  already  learning  to 
become  more  independent,  while 
another  mother  said  her  daughter 
loves  coming  to  class  to  learn 
new  songs. 

Currently  the  class  is  limited 
to  12  and  it  already  has  a  waiting 
list  of  hundreds. 

“We  have  a  waiting  list  be¬ 
cause  we  gradually  want  to  be 
able  to  expand.” 

Supported  by  a  grant  from  the 
First  Five  San  Francisco 
Children  and  Families 
Commission,  the  center  will  of¬ 
fer  comprehensive  family  sup¬ 
port  services,  including  parent 
and  child  development  pro¬ 
grams,  parent  education  work¬ 
shops  and  support  groups,  social 
events,  home  visitations,  case 
management,  counseling  and  re¬ 
ferral  services.

between  AWRC  and  Kai  Ming 
as  “a  natural  partnership.”  Both 
organizations  share  a  history  of, 
providing  comprehensive  family 
support  services  to  immigrant- 
families  in  the  Bay  Area. 

“Basically  all  of  the  services 
(in  the  Richmond  District)  are 
extensions  of  what  we  are  doing 
in  Chinatown,”  Tan  said.  “So  it’s 


exciting.  We  have  big  plans,  but 
we  also  realize  -  or  maybe  it’s 
just  our  philosophy  -  that  you 
start  slow  and  steady  and  just  let 
things  grow  naturally.”

Department  and  one  of  its 
staunch  supporters,  the  National 
Parks  Council  (NPC). 

Peterson  Architects  was 
tapped  for  the  project  by  NPC 
under  an  agreement  it  has  with 
the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  to  build  playgrounds 
at  a  fraction  of  the  cost  by  per¬ 
suading  private  companies  to  do¬ 
nate  its  services. 

Linda  Hunter,  director  of  the 
Playground  Campaign  for  the 
NPC,  says  the  City  should  be 
willing  to  assume  liability  for 
companies  that  donate  their  ser¬ 
vices.  According  to  Hunter,  be¬ 
cause  a  playground  typically 
needs  to  be  renovated  every  10 
to  15  years,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$600,000  to  $800,000,  volun¬ 
teers  are  a  crucial  part  of  any 
project. 

“If  people  are  kind  enough  to 
donate  their  time  we  want  the 
City  to  take  the  responsibility,” 
she  said.

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HUnter  said  that  Goldstein’s 
offer  of  money  to  buy  additional 
coverage  for  Peterson  will  not 
solve  the  problem  because  insur¬ 
ance  companies  do  not  sell  cov¬ 
erage  on  a  project-by-project  ba¬ 
sis.  Hunter  pointed  to  the  new 
Crocker  Amazon  Playground  as 
an  example  of  the  work  NPC  is 
doing  with  volunteers  to  hold 
down  the  cost  of  rebuilding 
parks  and  playgrounds. 

“That  project  saved  the  City 
$375,000  because  of  donated 
services,”  she  said. 

Hunter  hinted  that  NPC’s 
partnership  with  the  department 
could  be  in  jeopardy  over  the  is¬ 
sue. 

“We  are  seriously  considering 
not  partnering  with  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
oh  playgrounds  -  they  can’t  de¬ 
liver,”  Hunter  said. 

But  Amber  Rosenberg,  direc¬ 
tor  of  communication  for  the 
NPC,  said  the  two  sides  will  be 
meeting  soon  in  an  attempt  to 
work  out  their  differences. 

The  dispute  is  a  source  of 
frustration  for  Richmond  District 
residents  who  use  the  play¬ 
ground,  located  at  Anza  Street 
and  Arguello  Boulevard. 

Jeff  Hagan,  a  member  of 
Friends  of  Rossi  Playground,  a 
neighborhood  group  active  in 
fundraising  for  the  new  play¬ 
ground,  wants  to  see  the  dispute 
resolved  soon. 

“What  should  be  a  speed 
bump  has  become  an  obstacle 
and  that’s  sad.  I  just  hope  the 
City  isn’t  being  unreasonable  on 
how  it  approaches  this,”  he  said.

Developer  Fees 

The  SF  Board 
of  Supervisors  re¬ 
cently  passed  leg¬ 
islation  co-spon- 
sored  by  my  office 
and  that  of 
Supervisor  Aaron  Peskin  that  re¬ 
forms  the  process  of  tracking 
and  collecting  developer  fees. 
These  fees  support  childcare  fa¬ 
cilities,  affordable  housing, 
parks  and  Muni. 

The  legislation  was  the  culmi¬ 
nation  of  an  investigation  and 
committee  hearings  by  my  office 
that  identified  significant  prob¬ 
lems  with  tracking  and  collect¬ 
ing  such  fees.  I  am  happy  that 
we  were  able  to  reform  the  pro¬ 
cess  by  centralizing  collections 
in  the  treasurer’s  office  and  by 
requiring  departments  responsi¬ 
ble  for  administering  the  fees  to 
be  informed  about  amounts 
owed.  This  will  ensure  that  the 
fees  are  actually  collected  and 
that  childcare  facilities  and  af¬ 
fordable  housing  actually  are 
built  with  the  proceeds. 

But  our  work  is  not  done.  We 
also  need  to  reform  some  of  the 
fees  themselves.  For  example,  if 
the  childcare  fee  is  to  fulfill  its 
purpose  of  satisfying  the  demand 
for  childcare  created  by  commer¬ 
cial  development,  then  the  fee 
must  be  expanded  to  cover  other 
land  uses  that  generate  such  de¬ 
mand,  such  as  retail  and  enter¬ 
tainment.  It  also  should  include 
developments  outside  of  the 
downtown  core. 

Of  course,  state  law  now 
requires  that  any  expansion  of 
developer  fees  must  be  support¬ 
ed  by  studies  showing  that  the 
developments  to  which  it  is  ap¬ 
plied  actually  create  demand  for 
childcare.  Fortunately,  the  fee 
legislation  just  passed  by  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  also  pro¬ 
vides  that  a  small  portion  of  fees 
collected  can  be  used  to  fund 
studies  demonstrating  such  con¬ 
nections.  This  will  allow  us  to 


request  that  the  SF  Department 
of  Children,  Youth  and  Families 
appropriate  money  for  such  a 
study  in  this  year’s  budget  so 
that  future  developments  of 
many  kinds  also  help  fund  much 
needed  childcare  facilities. 

Clean  Streets,  Clean 
Government 

I  have  introduced  a  charter 
amendment  at  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  consideration  on 
this  November’s  ballot.  The  pro¬ 
posal  would  make  the  controller 
the  City  Services  Auditor,  re¬ 
sponsible  for  monitoring  the  lev¬ 
el  and  effectiveness  of  services 
provided  by  City  government  to 
the  public. 

The  controller  would  be  fur¬ 
ther  charged  with  developing 
performance  and  cost  bench¬ 
marks  for  all  city  departments 
and  with  conducting  compar¬ 
isons  of  the  cost  and  perfor¬ 
mance  of  San  Francisco  city 
government  with  other  cities, 
counties  and  public  agencies 
performing  similar  functions. 

In  addition,  the  controller 
would  review  the  cleanliness  and 
condition  of  streets  and  side¬ 
walks  through  an  annual  perfor¬ 
mance  audit  of  the  city’s  street, 
sidewalk  and  public  park  main¬ 
tenance  and  cleaning  operations. 
All  city  agencies  engaged  in 
such  maintenance  would  have  to 
establish  regular  maintenance 
schedules  for  streets,  sidewalks, 
parks  and  facilities  and  provide 
the  public  with  information  on 
how  they  are  meeting  those 
schedules.  The  controller  also 
would  review  whether,  and  how, 
city  departments  prepared  cus¬ 
tomer  service  plans  as  required 
under  the  city’s  charter: 


Another  part  of 
the  proposal  seeks 
to  ensure  clean 
government.  Under 
these  provisions, 
the  controller 
would  oversee  the 
City’s  contracting 
procedures,  includ¬ 
ing  developing 
model  criteria  and  terms  for  re¬ 
quests  for  proposals  (RFPs),  au¬ 
diting  compliance  with  City  con¬ 
tracting  rules  and  procedures 
and,  where  appropriate,  investi¬ 
gating  cases  of  alleged  abuse  or 
conflict  of  interest. 

Moreover,  the  controller 
would  investigate  citizen  com¬ 
plaints  concerning  the  quality 
and  delivery  of  government  ser¬ 
vices,  wasteful  and  inefficient 
city  government  practices,  mis¬ 
use  of  city  government  funds 
and  improper  activities  by  city 
government  officers  and  employ¬ 
ees.  The  controller  also  would 
maintain  and  publicize  a  whistle¬ 
blower  and  citizen  complaint 
hotline  telephone  number  and 
website. 

To  ensure  that  these  efforts 
would  be  funded,  the  City  would 
set  aside  a  small  portion  of  the 
city’s  overall  budget  for  a 
Controller’s  Audit  Fund,  to  be 
used  exclusively  to  implement 
the  proposal.  Money  from  the 
audit  fund  could  not  be  used  to 
replace  existing  funding  for  non¬ 
audit  related  functions  of  the 
controller’s  office.  Such  guaran¬ 
teed  funding  would  lessen  the 
problem  of  political  pressures 
being  brought  to  bear  that  could 
blunt  audit  findings. 

Since  the  first  month  I  came 
into  office,  I  have  sought  to  beef 
up  our  audit  and  oversight  func¬ 
tions  to  bring  greater  efficiency 
to  our  city  departments.  In  this 
time  of  budget  crisis,  our  finan¬ 
cial  troubles  provide  a  window 
of  opportunity  to  bring  greater 
fiscal  accountability  to  local 
government.  I  hope  I  will  have 
your  support  in  these  endeavors.

There's  an  African  proverb 
that  says  “it  takes  a  village  to 
raise  a  child.”  1  would  like  to 
modify  that  saying  to  the  effect 
that  it  takes  an  entire  neighbor¬ 
hood  to  ensure  the  safety  of  each 
and  every  child. 

Our  district  has  experienced 
an  increase  in  traffic  accidents. 
Each  and  every  one  of  us,  as  mo¬ 
torists,  has  an  obligation  to  obey 
the  laws  that  apply  to  them. 
Don’t  assume  because  you  may 
have  the  “right  of  way”  while 
crossing  a  street  that  motorists, 
motorcyclists  and  bicyclists  will 
always  see  you.  Be  aware  of 
traffic  and  do  not  take  your  safe¬ 
ty  for  granted. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
number  of  traffic  accidents  in  the 
district  and  to  remind  motorists 
that  unlawful  driving  practices 


will  not  be  toler¬ 
ated,  I  have 
made  daily  traf¬ 
fic  enforcement 
by  our  officers  a 
high  priority.

tions  effectively 

reduces  accidents  resulting  in  in¬ 
jury.  Not  only  is  the  violator 
punished  by  a  fine,  but  every 
driver  who  passes  an  officer  is¬ 
suing  a  traffic  citation  is  remind¬ 
ed  of  the  penalties  for  improper 
driving. 

Here  are  a  few  reminders 
about  driver  and  pedestrian  safe¬ 
ty: 

•  Give  yourself  more  time. 
Leaving  a  few  minutes  early  for 
work,  school  or  to  run  errands 
alleviates  a  lot  of  driver  stress.  A 
less  stressful  driver  is  a  safer 
driver. 

•  A  yellow  signal  light  means 
prepare  to  stop,  not  put  the  pedal

to  the  metal.  Oftentimes,  drivers 
waiting  at  an  adjacent  red  light 
are  watching  the  opposite  signal 
to  jump  out  early  on  green  lights, 
posing  a  great  risk  for  someone 
accelerating  through  the  yellow 
light. 

•  The  proper  place  to  stop  for 
a  stop  sign  is  at  the  first  solid 
line  of  the  crosswalk  or  safety 
zone.  This  is  called  the  limit 
line. 

•  Concentrate  on  driving. 
Some  states  are  now  implement¬ 
ing  laws  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
cell  phones  while  driving  since 
cell  phone  use  has  been  shown 
to  be  a  contributing  factor  in 
traffic  accidents.  Although 
California  does  not  yet  prohibit 
the  use  of  cell  phones,  accident

•  Vehicles  that 
have  a  green  light 
must  yield  to  pedestrians  in  the 
crosswalk. 

•  Pedestrians  are  also  required 
to  wait  for  a  green  light  -  or 
crossing  signal  -  before  crossing 
the  street.  Be  aware  that  certain 
times  of  the  day  it  is  very  diffi¬ 
cult  for  motorists  to  see  pedestri¬ 
ans,  so  it  is  important  for  every¬ 
one  to  follow  the  rules. 

•  Children  are  required  by  law 
to  wear  bicycle  helmets. 

•  Slow  down,  be  patient  and 
remember,  in  the  end  it’s  not  im¬ 
portant  who’s  right,  but  rather, 
who’s  safe. 

•  While  being  transported  in  a 
motor  vehicle,  children  weighing 
less  than  60  pounds  and  under 
six  years  of  age  are  required  to 
be  in  a  child  passenger  restraint 
system  meeting  applicable  feder¬ 
al  standards.  Richmond  Station 
has  several  officers  who  have 
been  trained  to  assist  you  in  the 
proper  installation  of  a  child  pas¬ 
senger  seat.  Please  call  the  sta¬ 
tion  in  advance  to  arrange  a  time 
to  meet  with  one  of  the  officers 
for  an  inspection. 

Rash  of  Commercial 
Burglaries 

At  the  end  of  May  I  met  with 
the  Clement  Street  Merchants 
Association  to  address  a  rash  of 
commercial  burglaries  plaguing 
our  district. 

Inspectors  Denise  Fabbri  and 
Steve  Mroz  joined  me  in  answer¬ 
ing  the  concerns  of  the  mer¬ 
chants.  In  particular,  we  provid¬ 
ed  information  on  some  mea¬ 
sures  to  prevent  merchants  from 
becoming  a  potential  target. 

Some  of  the  points  we  offered 
(many  of  which  apply  to  home- 
owners  and  renters  alike)  were: 

•  Make  certain  upon  leaving 
a  premise  for  the  night  that  all 
doors  an  windows  are  secured; 

•  Maintain  a  file  of  serial- 
numbered  items  to  provide  to  the 
police  in  the  event  of  a  loss  (this 
information  is  needed  to  make  a 


computer  entry  of  stolen  proper¬ 
ty); 

•  Designate  someone  as  a  “re¬ 
sponsible  person”  for  the  police 
department  to  contact  in  the 
event  of  damage  or  loss  to  a 
business  (the  Richmond  Station 
maintains  a  file  of  “responsible” 
cards); 

•  Report  suspicious  activity. 

I  also  had  my  nighttime  lieu¬ 
tenants  organize  a  burglary  task 
force  that  yielded  positive  re¬ 
sults.  Five  arrests  were  made  be¬ 
tween  February  and  May.  The 
department’s  burglary  detail  is 
working  hard  with  us  to  prose¬ 
cute  these  criminals.  It’s  quite 
possible  that  each  burglar  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  more  than  the  one 
crime  he  was  caught  committing. 

I  have  also  relieved  numerous 
complaints  from  the  community 
recently  about  people  illegally 
living  in  vehicles  along  Fulton 
Street  from  the  Great  Highway 
to  Arguello  Boulevard  and  on 
Geary  Boulevard  between  Point 
Lobos  and  40th  avenues.  As  a 
result,  I  have  put  together  a 
team  of  officers  to  target  these 
areas  and  enforce  applicable 
laws  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  the 
problem. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  re¬ 
mind  everyone  that  the 
Richmond  District’s  monthly 
community  meeting  is  usually 
held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  ev¬ 
ery  month  at  7  p.m.  in  the 
Community  Room  at  the 
Richmond  Station,  located  at 
461  Sixth  Ave.  However,  I  have 
been  rotating  the  meetings  in  an 
effort  to  make  them  more  acces¬ 
sible  to  a  wider  range  of  commu¬ 
nity  members.  Check  your  mail¬ 
ers  for  dates  and  times.  If  you 
are  not  on  the  mailing  list,  call 
the  station  to  sign  up. 

The  topic  for  this  month’s 
meeting  (July  15)  is  neighbor¬ 
hood  nuisances.  Please  join  me 
at  the  community  meetings  to 
discuss  your  concerns,  ideas  and 
hopes.  After  all,  this  is  your 
community  and  this  is  the  best 
time  and  place  to  voice  your 
opinions.  Come  out  and  meet 
other  concerned  community 
members.

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Quail,  songbirds  lacking  in  study  of  Presidio  birds

Efforts  continue  at  the 
Presidio  to  better  understand  the 
diversity  of  birds  found  there 
and  to  enhance  their  habitats. 
Concerned  scientists  are  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  monitoring  studies 
to  lay  the  groundwork  for 
restoration  plans. 

The  Presidio  Quail  Recovery 


Project  monitors  the  endangered 
California  Quail  at  the  few  sites 
where  it  can  be  found  at  the 
Presidio.  (Individuals  who  have

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the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA),  said 
the  quail  of  the  Presidio  have 
been  banded  and,  in  a  mysteri¬ 
ous  turn  of  events,  some  quail 
which  were  banded  at  the 
Presidio  were  recently  found  in 
Golden  Gate  Park.  Though  a 
ground  bird,  the  quail  can  fly  for 
short  distances.  Thomas  said  the 
discovery  was  encouraging  be¬ 
cause  they  were  likely  to  have 
used  green  corridors  to  travel 
from  the  Presidio  to  Golden  Gate 
Park. 

The  number  of  California 
Quail  found  at  the  Presidio  have 
decreased  to  low  numbers  over 
recent  years  and  efforts  are  un¬ 
derway  to  restore  habitats  to 
their  native  conditions  so  they 
will  be  more  suitable  for  the 
California  state  bird. 

A  recently  completed  report 
by  PRBO  Conservation  Science 
(formerly  the  Point  Reyes  Bird 
Observatory)  monitored  the  nest¬ 
ing  behavior  of  resident  Presidio 
nesting  songbirds. 

In  the  Presidio  Post 
(April/May  2003)  publication, 
Thomas  wrote,  “Knowing  what 
species  are  present  and  where 
they  spend  their  time  can  help 
park  managers  plan  for  wildlife 
corridors,  target  restoration  sites 
and  highlights  areas  in  need  of 
protection.” 

Tom  Gardali,  the  author  of 
the  report.  Monitoring  Songbirds 
in  The  Presidio,  said  “Changes 
in  the  landscape  are  mirrored  by 
changes  in  the  songbird  commu¬ 
nities..” 

The  report  highlighted  find¬ 
ings  for  nine  songbird  species, 
focusing  on  their  status,  nest 
types,  nesting  locations  and 
habitat  preferences.  These  birds 
were  chosen  to  illustrate  a  range 
of  bird  conservation  issues  in  the 
Presidio.  The  list  included  the 
extirpated  (locally  extinct) 
Wrentit,  the  under-represented 
Spotted  Towhee,  Olive-sided 
Flycatcher  and  Downy  and  Hairy 
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woodpeckers. 

The  most  abundant  songbirds 
observed  were  the  House  Finch, 
Nuttall’s  White-crowned 
Sparrow,  American  Robin, 
Pygmy  Nuthatch  and  Allen’s 
Hummingbird. 

Songbirds  are  a  diverse  group 
of  birds  which  sing  and  are  in 
the  grouping  passeriformes. 
Common  families  of  songbirds 
include  finches,  warblers,  thrush¬ 
es  and  wrens. 

Gardali  noted  in  the  study 
that  species  associated  with 
buildings  and  trees  were  abun¬ 
dant.  In  contrast,  a  number  of 
species  associated  with  the 
coastal  scrub  community  were 
rare  or  absent. 

Gardali  said  the  study  helped 
set  up  a  monitoring  program 
where  change  over  time  can  be 
monitored.  He  said  the  Presidio 
Trust  could  use  more  dune  scrub 
and  coastal  scrub  habitat  for 
species  like  the  California  Quail, 
Spotted  Towhee  and  Bewick’s 
Wren. 

“Those  are  the  main  ones,” 
Gardali  said. 

Gardali  recommended  aug¬ 
menting  the  scrub  habitat  to  tilt 
the  balance  a  little  back  in  some 
areas  for  birds  dependent  upon 
coastal  scrub  habitat,  but  he  said 
the  forests  also  have  value  to 
some  native  birds. 

“What  we  added  is  the  scien¬ 
tific  element,  some  standarized 
methods,”  Gardali  said. 

With  estimates  of  more  than 
300  bird  species  to  be  seen  at  the 
Presidio  during  the  year,  which 
includes  migrants,  nearby  visi¬ 
tors  and  permanent  nesters,  there 
are  many  unanswered  questions. 

“That  diversity  and  abun¬ 
dance  of  birds  is  something  that 
we  would  like  to  learn  more 
about,”  said  Thomas.  “It  is  excit¬ 
ing  to  have  so  many  birds  here  in 
the  middle  of  the  City.  We  are 
still  trying  to  find  out  what  birds 
we  have  there. 

“The  Presidio  remains  a  good 
place  in  the  City  to  see  some  na¬ 
tive  birds,”  Gardali  said.  “It  is  a 
diverse  group  of  native  birds.” 

The  annual  Audubon  Society 
Christmas  Bird  Count  has  seen 
increases  in  the  number  of  birds 
at  the  Presidio  in  recent  years. 
Thomas  suggested  that  this  may 
be  due  to  the  creation  of  salt 
marshes  on  Crissy  Field,  which 
has  attracted  new  birds  to  the 


area. 

“The  Presidio  is  just  another 
green  space  that  is  used  to  the 
max  by  the  species  that  are 
adapted  to  different  habitat 
types,”  said  Dan  Murphy,  former 
president  of  the  local  chapter  of 
the  Audubon  Society.  He  thinks 
the  restoration  efforts  are  neces¬ 
sary  and  the  park  service  is  do¬ 
ing  a  good  job  at  the  Presidio,  an 
area  not  ideal  for  bird  life. 

“There  are  streets  that  go 
through  it.  There  are  houses  ev¬ 
erywhere.  It  is  pretty  edgy  too,” 
said  Murphy.  “If  you  go  into  a 
forest  in  the  mountains  it  can  go 
on  for  miles.  There  is  no  place 
for  that  here.” 

In  related  news,  Murphy  re¬ 
ported  that  the  Great  Blue  Heron 
and  Double  Crested  Cormorants 
were  observed  in  large  numbers 
at  Lake  Merced  this  Spring. 

“That  lake  is  supporting 
something  between  700  and 
1,000  cormorants,”  said  Murphy, 
who  is  monitoring  the  lake  this 
summer. 

“I  keep  wondering  what  all 
these  things  are  eating,”  said 
Murphy.  “The  major  food  source 
must  be  in  the  lake.  No  frogs  or 
amphibians  -  they  must  be  eat¬ 
ing  small  fish  from  the  lake.” 

“If  you  want  the  ‘birdiest’ 
place  in  San  Francisco,  histori¬ 
cally,  it  has  been  Lake  Merced,” 
Murphy  said.

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Fatal  fire  ended  mysterious 
life  of  Tait's-at-the-Beach

The  block  of  the  Great 
Highway  between  Ulloa  and 
Vicente  streets  does  not  look  like 
a  locale  of  legend  and  mystery. 
Humble  homes  erected  here  in  a 
row  face  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and 
many  of  the  owners  have  built 
vertical  extensions  to  better  cap¬ 
ture  the  surf  and  sunset  view. 

This  same  view  was  once  tak¬ 
en  in  by  presidents,  celebrities 
and  an  extraordinary  couple  that 
introduced  Zen  Buddhism  to 
America.  From  the  1850s  to 
1940,  one  building  on  this  block 
was  a  roadhouse,  exotic  resi¬ 
dence  and  a  famous  restaurant, 
known  as  “Tait’s-at-the-Beach.” 

The  legend  starts  with  an  at¬ 
torney  named  Bela  Brooks,  who 
owned  this  part  of  the  shoreline 
in  the  1850s.  A  luxurious  steam¬ 
er  ship  supposedly  wrecked  near¬ 
by  and  the  lawyer  salvaged  its 
materials  and  sumptuous  furnish¬ 
ings  to  build  a  roadhouse  called 
“Brooks  Folly.”  An  old-timer  in 
1928  described  it  as  “imposing  - 
magnificent,  but  somehow 
somber,  for  it  was  the  only  house 
for  miles.” 

Brooks  closed  the  place  in  the 
late  1860s  and  the  square-shoul¬ 
dered  edifice  stood  abandoned 
for  years.  Passers-by  spread  ru¬ 
mors  of  suicides,  murders  and 
other  lurid  deeds  inside  the  van¬ 
dalized,  boarded-up  house. 

Other  wealthy,  if  socially  dis¬ 
reputable,  owners  opened  and 
closed  the  place  through  the  late 
1800s.  During  this  time,  the  ho¬ 
tel/bar/restaurant  was  generally 
called  the  “Oceanside  House.” 
Long  after  it  returned  to  being  a 
private,  residence,  San  Francisco 
directories  continued  to  call  it 
such. 

Ironically,  it  is  when  the  histo¬ 
ry  of  the  building  moves  into  the 
harder  realm  of  fact  that  it  gains 
the  nickname  “the  House  of 
Mystery.” 

A  wealthy  and  well-traveled 
couple,  Alexander  and  Ida 
Russell,  bought  the  property  at 
the  turn  of  the  20th  century.  With 
business  interests  in  real  estate, 
mining  and  the  rubber  industry, 
Alexander  Russell  acted  the  part 
of  a  typical  civic-minded  busi¬ 
nessman.  He  served  as  president 
of  the  local  booster  club  and  in 
the  name  of  improvement, 
worked  to  eliminate  much  of  the 
ramshackle  and  odd  housing  at 
the  beach  -  including  the  horse 
and  cable  cars  that  had  been  re¬ 
cycled  into  homes  and  clubhous¬ 
es  at  “carville.” 

For  the  times,  the  Russells 
possessed  very  open-minded  and 
eclectic  spiritual  beliefs.  Ida 
delved  into  the  study  of  compara¬ 
tive  religion,  hosting  Sunday 
morning  lectures  on 
Brahmanism,  Confucianism  and 
other  Eastern  theologies.  She  told 
a  reporter  that  she  “studied  all  re¬ 
ligions,  taking  what  I  think  is 
best  from  each.” 

In  1905,  the  Russells  hosted 
Zen  master  Soyen  Shaku  from 
Japan  for  nine  months.  The  entire 
household,  including  servants, 
gave  up  meat,  wine  and  smoking 
and  meditated  three  times  a  day. 
Ida  became  the  first  American  to 
begin  koan  study,  something  the 
Japanese  Zen  establishment  had 
considered  impossible. 

The  Russells  created  a  mag¬ 
nificent  Japanese  garden  and 
erected  a  high  wall  to  protect  it 
from  the  shifting  sands.  That 
fence,  along  with  the  Russells’ 
unconventional  interests,  got

people  talking.  Ida  attempted  to 
dispel  some  of  the  rumors  of  se¬ 
cret  cults. 

“There  is  nothing  new  or  orig¬ 
inal  in  what  we’re  trying  to  do,” 
she  said.  “Though  we  live  quiet¬ 
ly,  we’re  still  vitally  interested  in 
the  joys  and  sorrows  of  the  world 
and  our  home  is  always  open  to 
neighbors  and  friends.” 

Unfortunately,  Ida’s  unusual 
death  only  kept  the  “House  of 
Mystery”  talk  going.  On  Sept. 
20,  1917,  she  underwent  a 
bizarre  beauty  treatment  to  re¬ 
move  wrinkles  from  her  throat. 
The  beautician  applied  a  solution 
that  included  carbolic  acid.  The 
combination  of  the  acid  and  a 
physician’s  morphine  injection 
(for  pain  relief)  ended  the  life  of 
the  robust  52-year-old  woman. 

In  1919,  when  Russell  sold  his 


home  to- restaurateur  John  Tait,  a 
new  era  began  for  the  old 
Oceanside  House.  The  elegant 
and  colorful  furnishings  the 
Russells  left  behind  created  a 
lively  setting  for  “Tait’s-at-the- 
Beach.” 

Throughout  the  1920s,  great 
food,  music  and  Tait’s  unique  at¬ 
mosphere  made  it,  in  the  words 
of  writer  Millie  Robbins,  “the 
place  to  go  for  socialites  and 
celebrities  and  those  who  en¬ 
joyed  mingling  with  the  same.” 

Heads  of  state  (including  two 
presidents),  boxers,  actors,  musi¬ 
cians  and  common  folk  of  all 
sorts  enjoyed  the  dark-paneled 
rooms,  fine  art  and  warm  fire¬ 
places.  Although  Prohibition  was 
in  effect,  Tait’s  had  a  well-known

“Increased  density  and  re¬ 
laxed  parking  requirements  may 
exacerbate  the  off  street  parking 
situation  in  the  Richmond,” 
Miguel  said. 

PAR’s  recommendations 
stressed  that  neighborhood  con¬ 
servation  and  affordability 
should  be  a  priority  of  any  new 
policies  that  are  enacted. 

The  policies  being  debated, 
which  would  be  incorporated 
into  the  city’s  General  Plan  if 
adopted  by  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors,  were  the  result  of 
several  years  of  work  by  the 
staff  of  the  planning  department 
and  are  embodied  in  a  report  en¬ 
titled  “Housing  Element.” 

The  report,  which  serves  as 
the  foundation  for  the  recom¬ 
mendations,  paints  a  gloomy  pic¬ 
ture.  It  warns  that  unless  the  City 
takes  immediate  steps  to  in¬ 
crease  its  housing  stock  by  2,700 
new  homes  each  year  -  more 


than  twice  the  annual  average  of 
1,200  currently  being  produced  - 
it  will  not  make  a  goal  set  by  the 
Association  of  Bay  Area 
Governments  (ABAG)  of  20,374 
units  by  2006.  At  least  62  per¬ 
cent  of  these  new  units  should  be 
affordable  for  low-  and  moder¬ 
ate-income  households,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  report. 

To  reach  that  goal,  the  plan¬ 
ning  department  is  seeking  to 
add  eight  new  policies  to  the 
city’s  General  Plan  that  would 
encourage  housing  along  transit 
corridors  and  in  downtown 
neighborhoods  by  loosening 
density  restrictions  and  reducing 
or  removing  minimum  parking 
requirements.  Policies  would 
also  encourage  the  practice  of  in¬ 
fill,  or  dense  development,  on 
vacant  comer  lots. 

Commissioners  Michael 
Antonini  and  William  Lee  ques¬ 
tioned  ABAG’s  goals  embraced 
by  the  report’s  recommendations 
of  asking  San  Francisco  to  build 


2,700  new  homes  each  year. 

“San  Francisco  has  lost 
50,000  jobs  and  10,000  to 
12,000  residents  since  your 
(ABAG’s)  study.  Does  ABAG 
still  believe  we  should  produce 
these  amounts  of  units?”  asked 
Lee. 

Antonini  questioned  ABAG’s 
numbers  because  he  said  that  45 
percent  of  San  Francisco’s  work¬ 
ers  commute  to  their  jobs. 

ABAG’s  Alex  Amoroso  said 
that  it  was  their  decision  to  “put 
more  of  the  housing  units  where 
the  jobs  were. 

“Several  more  meetings,  in¬ 
cluding  an  environmental  re¬ 
view,  must  be  held  before  the 
planning  commission  can  take 
action  on  the  policies,  according 
to  department  officials. 

Copies  of  the  “Housing 
Element”  report  can  be  obtained 
from  the  SF  Planning  Depart¬ 
ment  and  are  available  on-line  at 
www.sfgov.org/planning/city- 
wide/c  l_housing_element. 
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Parcel  4  at  Ocean  Beach  is  currently  fenced  off. 
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forever,  dune  tansy  and  sand  ver¬ 
bena  plants  were  “outplanted”  - 
taken  out  of  pots  and  put  into 
soil  -  before  the  fence  was  erect¬ 
ed  to  keep  pets  and  people  from 
disturbing  their  growth. 
Formerly,  the  parcel  was  a  va¬ 
cant  lot  with  weeds. 

“It’s  gonna  take  at  least  three 
years  to  develop  the  composition 
and  assemblage  of  a  sand  dune 
community,”  Setty  said. 

“This  is  a  particularly  difficult 
site  to  restore  due  to  the  sandy 
environment  and  the  blowing 
winds,”  said  Chris  Powell, 
spokesperson  for  the  GGNRA. 
“It  will  take  some  diligent  effort 
to  ensure  the  native  plants 
become  established.” 

According  to  Powell,  an  April 
agreement  signed  by  the 
National  Park  Service  (which 
oversees  the  GGNRA),  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the 
non-profit  Friends  of  Recreation 
and  Parks  and  a  state  agency,  the 
Coastal  Conservancy,  will  trans¬ 
fer  the  parcel  to  the  GGNRA  af¬ 
ter  restoration  is  completed. 

According  to  Powell,  the 
“Agreement  to  Protect  the  Public 
Interest  in  Improvements  and 
Developments”  bestows  respon¬ 


sibility  on  the  City  for  adding 
signs  and  constructing  facilities 
for  public  access.  As  of  June  1, 
Parcel  4  had  only  a  boardwalk  of 
gray  granite  on  the  property  with 
some  small  plants  poking  their 
way  through  the  sand. 

“The  plants  need  to  establish, 
they  need  to  build  up  their  root 
structure,”  said  RPD  spokesper¬ 
son  Becky  Ballinger.  “The  plants 
will  keep  the  sand  in.  Our  goal  is 
to  get  the  fence  down  as  soon  as 
possible.” 

Ballinger  concurred  that  the 
GGNRA  will  be  responsible  for 
the  land  in  the  near  future. 
“We’re  maintaining  Parcel  4  for 
a  year  and  then  NPS  (National 
Park  Service)  gets  it  for  two 


years. 

History  of  Parcel  4 

Parcel  4  has  a  complicated 
history  of  controversy  far  out  of 
proportion  to  its  tiny  size.  Part  of 
the  old  amusement  park  Playland 
at  the  Beach  stood  here  until 
closing  in  1972  -  the  same  year 
GGNRA  was  established. 
Playland’s  land  was  then  bought 
by  a  series  of  developers  with 
the  idea  of  building  condos, 
which  now  stand  on  the  other 
three  parcels  south  of  Balboa 
Street. 

Lead  by  Arnold  and 
Fryckman,  the  Coalition  to  Save 
Ocean  Beach  fought  to  block  de¬ 
velopment  of  more  than  150 
housing  units  on  Parcel  4  that 
preservationists  thought  would 
infringe  upon  the  views  of  adja¬ 
cent  Sutro  Heights  Park.  Added 
to  the  GGNRA  by  legislator 
Phillip  Burton  in  1978,  but  par¬ 
tially  given  back  by  a  later  polit¬ 
ical  action.  Parcel  4  remained  in 
contention  between  the  develop¬ 
er  and  preservationists  through¬ 
out  the  '80s. 

According  to  Ballinger,  the 
General  Plan  adopted  by  the  City 
in  the  early  ’90s  called  for  the 
acquisition  of  Parcel  4  and  sub¬ 
sequent  preservation  of  the  land 
under  the  Natural  Areas  Plan  -  a 
provision  calling  for  native 
species  -  if  it  became  available 
for  purchase.  After  the  prospec¬ 
tive  developer  of  Parcel  4,  Zev 
Ben-Simon,  fled  the  country  on 
fraud  charges,  the  City  was  able 
to  buy  the  land  using  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  funding  after  his  subse¬ 
quent  bankruptcy  proceedings 
for  just  over  $3  million. 

“It’ll  look  like  Crissy  Field,” 
said  Amy  Meyer,  co-chairwom¬ 
an  of  People  for  a  GGNRA  and 
author  of  the  forthcoming  book 
“The  Park  That  Saved  The 
Golden  Gate.” 

“If  you  look  up  the  hill,  you 
see  how  richly  all  the  (native 
plants)  come  in.”

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Is  it  time  to  buy  a  larger 
home?  Have  the  children 
moved  out,  and  you  are  con¬ 
sidering  purchasing  a  smaller 
home?

Some  of  the  reasons  might  be 
that  their  family  is  growing  and 
they  need  extra  bedrooms  for  all 
the  kids;  their  parents  are  getting 
up  in  age  and  they  want  to  live 
together;  or  they  received  a  pro¬ 
motion  and  want  a  larger  and 
more  prestigious  home. 

Whatever  the  reason,  they  are 
trading  up  and  financing  be¬ 
comes  an  important  element  in 
the  decision-making  process. 

The  calculations  are  simple 
enough.  You  can  calculate  the 
equity  you  have  in  your  home 
(assuming  you  are  selling  it  for 
the  down  payment)  by  estimat¬ 
ing  the  market  value  of  your 
home  and  subtracting  the  exist¬ 
ing  mortgage  and  closing  costs 
such  as  brokerage  commission, 
transfer  tax,  prorated  property

Next,  estimate  the 
purchase  price  of  the  1 
trade-up  home  and 
calculate  the  amount 
of  mortgage  money 
needed  to  buy  that 
home.

However,  there  is 
some  good  news  in  that  the 
mortgage  interest  and  property 
taxes  are  tax  deductible,  which 
makes  the  after-tax  cost  of  own¬ 
ing  your  new  home  much  more 
affordable. 

Also,  there  are  usually  some 
other  factors  that  might  increase 
or  decrease  these  numbers.  Are 
you  moving  to  a  better  school 
district  so  your  children  can  en¬ 
roll  in  a  public  school,  meaning 
you  would  not  have  to  pay  for 
private  school  tuitions?  Is  your 
commute  to  work  shorter  be¬ 
cause  of  the  move?  Are  you 
closer  to  public  transportation  so 
that  you  do  not  have  to  drive  all 
the  time?  These  quality-of-life 
savings  can  help  offset  the  high¬ 
er  payments  incurred.

gain  for  married  couples  and 
$250,000  for  singles.  Once  our 
principle  residences  achieved 
such  a  gain  and  we  sell  it,  the 
gain  over  the  $500,000  or 
$250,000  becomes  taxable  at  the 
new  maximum  federal  capital 
gain  rates  of  15  percent  and 
California  ordinary  tax  rate  of 
approximately  9  percent,  for  a 
total  of  24  percent.  Some  people 
are  making  the  decision  to  sell 
when  their  properties  reach  those 
gains  to  take  advantage  of  the 
tax  break.

We  build  strong  kids, 
strong  families, 
strong  communities. 
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Ah,  summertime!  The  season  of 
backyard  barbeques,  baseball  and 
fog  has  finally  arrived  in  San 
Francisco. 

But  there’s  another  way  that  we  know 
that  it’s  summertime  -  when  we  look  at 
the  horizon  and  see  a  dark  brown  haze 
hovering  over  the  bay. 

Many  northern  Californians  don’t  think 
smog  is  a  problem  here.  But  smoggy  days 
are  a  reality  here  in  the  Bay  Area  -  not 
just  in  the  nether  regions  of  our  state.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  The  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  lists  the  Bay  Area  as 
out  of  compliance  with  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

Good  Ozone,  Bad  Ozone 

Ozone’s  a  good  thing  when  it’s  high  up 
in  the  atmosphere.  But  ground-level 
ozone  -  which  is  what  smog  is  -  is  a  dan¬ 
gerous  substance  that  can  affect  our  health 
and  environment. 

Smog  is  formed  when  potent  air  pollu¬ 
tants  combine,  a  condition  made  worse  by 
hot  temperatures  and  low  winds.  Smog 
causes  health  problems,  like  coughing, 
wheezing,  chest  pains  and  asthma  attacks. 

The  people  at  greatest  risk  are  children, 
the  elderly  and  those  with  existing  medical 
conditions.  However,  even  a  healthy 
person  doing  strenuous  outdoor  activities 
can  become  affected.  It’s  well  known  that 
emergency  room  visits  for  cardiovascular 
and  respiratory  ailments  increase  signifi¬ 
cantly  on  smoggy  days. 

Spare  the  Air! 

The  good  news  is  that  there  are  simple

things  we  can  do 
to  prevent  smog. 

You  can  start  by 
looking  for  Spare 
the  Air  warnings 
on  TV,  in  the 
newspaper,  on 
highway  signs 
and  on  the 
Internet. 

Spare  the  Air  tells  you  when  the  fore¬ 
cast  calls  for  conditions  that  are  likely  to 
result  in  smog.  Usually  this  happens  when 
the  temperature  rises,  the  wind  is  low  and 
there’s  no  fog. 

How  to  Prevent  Smog  -  What 
Can  We  Do? 

Most  smog-forming  pollutants  come 
from  sources  we  can  exercise  some  con¬ 
trol  over.  For  instance,  more  than  550  tons 
of  nitrogen  oxide  comes  from  Bay  Area 
cars  and  trucks  each  day  -  so  the  best 
thing  we  can  do  on  a  Spare  the  Air  day  is 
leave  the  vehicle  at  home.  Take  public 
transit,  carpool  or,  if  possible,  bike  or 
walk  to  work.  If  you  must  drive,  plan  your 
day  so  that  you  can  run  all  your  errands  in 
one  trip.  Link  your  stops  to  make  them  in 
a  logical  order  and  then  leave  your  car  at 
the  curb  or  in  the  driveway  for  the  rest  of 
the  day.  Starting  your  car  repeatedly,  espe¬ 
cially  on  a  cold  engine,  is  one  of  the  worst 
things  you  can  do  on  a  bad  ozone  day. 

Another  way  we  can  help  is  to  avoid 
filling  our  gas  tanks  during  hot  daytime 
hours.  A  significant  amount  of  fuel  es-

reputation  as  a  place  one  might  find  an  al¬ 
coholic  drink  or  two. 

What  Prohibition  made  difficult,  the 
Great  Depression  made  impossible  for 
John  Tait.  In  1931  he  closed  shop.  Others 
tried  to  get  the  place  going  again  as  the 


Edgewater  Beach  Club,  but  it  wasn’t  long 
before  the  police  closed  the  Edgewater  for 
gambling. 

By  December  1940,  the  weathered,

capes  as  vapor 
every  time  we 
open  the  gas 
tank,  which  con¬ 
tributes  to  ozone 
formation. 

Gasoline- 
powered  equip¬ 
ment,  like  lawn 
mowers,  edgers,  leaf  blowers  and  station¬ 
ary  power  generators,  also  contribute  to 
smog-formation.  Wait  a  few  days  for  the 
air  to  improve  before  using  this  equip¬ 
ment. 

Alas,  we  should  also  avoid  barbequing 
on  Spare  the  Air  days.  Whether  you  use 
charcoal  or  propane,  you’re  releasing 
smog-forming  compounds.  If  you  really 
must  flip  a  burger,  wait  until  evening  when 
it’s  not  as  hot  and  the  sun  is  not  as  strong. 

Paints,  insecticides,  hair  spray,  furni¬ 
ture  polish  and  cooking  sprays  all  contain 
chemicals  that  form  smog.  Try  to  avoid 
these  products  on  Spare  the  Air  days  as 
well. 


When  temperatures  rise  and  air  condi¬ 
tioners  are  working  at  full  blast,  electrici¬ 
ty  generation  rises  to  meet  the  demand  - 
and  power  plants  are  among  the  biggest 
sources  of  air  pollution.  When  power  sta¬ 
tions  have  to  work  extra  hard,  they  puff 
more  pollution  out  of  their  smokestacks.
